CARBONDALE, Ill.-Th* South­ 
ern Illinois University board of 
trustees Thursday approved 19S7- 
Se budgetary requests 
totalling 
164,383,139. 
The board will ask 
the state legislature to appropriate 
$23,264,139 for operations and $39,- 
919,000 for new buildings and other 
capita] improvements. 
The operations figure was in 
creased $10,586,713 over the appro­ 
priation for 1955-57 in the face of 
an anticipated enrollment increase 
of 1500 to 2000 students during the 
next two years. 
Some $2,109,000 
of the increase would be earmark­ 
ed for salary adjustments, bring­ 
ing the total payroll request to 
$17,574,939. 
University President D. W. Mor­ 
ris said Southern’s efforts to im­ 
prove the quality of its instruction­ 
al and research programs have 
been made extremely difficult be­ 
cause of the necessity of handling 
abnormally large increases in en­ 
rollments. The University’s pres­ 
ent student body of 6,255 reflects 
an increase of more than IOO per 
cent in four years, and it is esti- 
msted there will be 7,850 students 
on campus by 1958 if adequate fa­ 
cilities sre available. 
Morris saki past appropriations 
from the state legislature had en­ 
abled Southern to grow rapidly 
but the University’s over-all pro-

$10,575,513 boost in the operations 
budget request was slated to be 
used for such things ae> increasing 
effectiveness of existing Univer­ 
sity programs, meeting anticipated 
enrollment gains during the next 
two years, and catching up with 
past 
enrollment 
increases 
for 
which appropriations were inade­ 
quate. 
The capital 
appropriations re­ 
quest would enable Southern to 
construct 12 new buildings, rang­ 
ing in cost from $550,000 to $4,500,- 
000. 
President Morris said many 
of the 444 students who applied 
for admission last fall but did not 
enroll were those who could not 
find housing or were prevented 
from attending classes already fill­ 
ed to capacity. 
Space Situation Tight 
Commenting on the emergency 
situation regarding buildings, Pres­ 
ident Morris stated that although 
several new structures hid been 
added during the past few years, 
the space 
situation 
is actually 
tighter than over because of large 
enrollment increases. If the school 
is to keep up with prospective en­ 
rollments, he said, it will be neces­ 
sary tor the state to provide a mas­ 
sive building program in the near 
future. 
The request also anticipates pos­ 
sible development of additional fa­ 
cilities for higher education in the 
Madison-St. Clair county area. 
The 
proposed 
new 
buildings 
would house Physical 
Education 
and Military Training, Home Econ­ 
omics, College of Education, In­ 
dustrial Education and Technology, 
and a School of Business. Almost 
$3,000,000 will be asked for com­ 
pletion of unfinished buildings. 
Noting the progress 
Southern 
has made in recent years in in­ 
struction, research and ares serv- 
ice, President Morris said demands 
upon the University have in many 
respects grown more rapidly than 
its ability to render services, with 
available finances.

In addi­ 
tion its stockholders own radio sta­ 
tions WKYB-AM-FM in Paducah. 
Columbia, the only other appli­ 
cant tor the outlet, operates seven 
theaters in the Paducah vicinity.

Public Hearing 


Favors Road, 


Bridge Proposal 


A public hearing was held yes­ 
terday afternoon by the Saline 
County Board of Supervisors on a 
proposed improved road and a new 
bridge running from Carrier Mills 
to Route 145 in Independence town­ 
ship. 
Acting as temporary chairman 
for the hearing was R. D. Brown, 
superintendent of highways. 
Mr. 
Brown said that the project was 
proposed as a federal aid second­ 
ary road, which meant that if ap­ 
proved by the state and federal 
’governments, it would be built with 
their funds in the smount of about 
70 per cent of the construction cost. 
One of the requisites of the pro­ 
gram is for a public hearing be 
held and that the minutes be for­ 
warded to the state and federal 
highway officials. 
All persons who spoke favored 
the project as a necessity. 
They 
included Freeman Pankey, repre­ 
senting the Carrier Mills Lions 
dub; A. J. Henshsw, secretory of 
the Carrier Mills high school board; 
and others. 
The speakers said that from their 
investigations, there were few ob­ 
stacles to securing necessary right- 
of-way. 
They told of benefits of 
an improved road and new bridge 
to the people of the area and for 
school bus and mail service. 
Mr. Brown, who explained the 
proposition, said that the town­ 
ship’s matching funds could be se­ 
cured from some matching fund 
money that was on hand and from 
motor fuel tax funds. 
The board 
after the hearing passed a resolu­ 
tion transferring about $20,000 in 
matching fund money to this proj­ 
ect m well as approving resolutions 
asking for improvement of the road 
and the building of the bridge. 
In an unrelated action, the board 
passed a resolution setting up three 
and one-fourths miles of road on 
the Raleigh Long Branch county 
line between the roads leading 
north from Raleigh and Galatia as 
a state aid road.

The Saline County Board of Sup­ 
ervisors yesterday voted to hike 
the surety bond of Don B. Garrison 
as county clerk after it was point­ 
ed out that his present bonds total 
$10,000 — $5,000 for county clerk 
and $5,000 for clerk of the county 
court. 
The matter was brought up by 
Chairman Howard Patterson, who 
said he and others were under the 
impression three or four months 
ago that the county clerk’s bond 
was $100,000. However, he said, it 
was learned later they were of the 
lesser amount. 
The board voted yesterday to 
make the bond- for county clerk 
$50,000 and ordered that this bond 
and the present $5,000 bonds be 
placed with the circuit clerk, as is 
required by statute. 
To Ask For Opinion 
Circuit Clerk Quentin Bowers, 
summoned to the meeting, told the 
board he had neve, seen the county 
clerk’s bonds. 
The action of raising the bond 
came after State’s Attorney Robert 
V. Wilson said he had been study­ 
ing decisions and that his opinion 
was that bonds could not be raised 
or lowered during the term of of­ 
fice of a county official. 
A motion was made that the at­ 
torney general be asked for an 
opinion on the hiking of the clerk’s 
bonds while in office. 
The record showed that the coun­ 
ty clerk’s and the treasurer’s sure­ 
ty bonds, were approved by the 
county board on Nov. 18, 1954, 
about two weeks before the two of­ 
ficers began serving their present 
terms.

Expert on Foreign 
Affairs Addresses

returned to the United States only 
five weeks ago from an annual 
trip around the world during which 
he visited all the trouble spots, 
listed a series of American errors 
leading to the explosive situation 
in the Middle East in an address 
before the Southern Illinois Din­ 
ner club last night at the country 
club.

Temperatures 
Drop After .77 


Inch Rainfall 
Rainfall yesterday measured .77 
nch in Harrisburg and .53 inch at 
Galatia, but the temperature took 
a drop from the mid-sixties yester­ 
day afternoop to freezing early this 
morning and today was sunny and 
pleasant. 
The rain did not bring enough 
water down the creeks for pump­ 
ing into the standby reservoirs, but 
the more (than half inch of water 
in the Galatia area should raise the 
ake Harrisburg level. 
Amos Doom, superintendent of 
the water and sewer departments, 
said the Lake Harrisburg level was 
down five or five and a half feet 
from the top of Ihe spillway before 
yesterday's rain. He said that wa­ 
ter had been brought down Middle 
Fork from the lake to the standby 
reservoirs on three occasions this 
summer and faL and that part of 
the decline was due to this, al­ 
though evaporation is the greatest 
cause of loss of water in warm 
weather. 
The water from Lake Harrisburg 
has kept the water in the standby 
reservoirs at a sufficient level the 
past few months. 
Doom also reported that a six- 
inch pipe designed to help resi­ 
dents of Dorrisville has been laid 
on Lilly street between South Main 
and Granger. He said that a big­ 
ger volume of water will go into 
Dorrisville as a result. 
The water department, he added, 
has been plagued the past few days 
with leaks in water mains, caused 
by lines breaking due to high pres 
sure needed to flush out mains 
The mains had needed flushing for 
a long time but the job had been 
held off because of the big de 
mand for water during the sum 
mer months*

The court directed the canvass­ 
ing board to certify the canvass 
following the recount in Carrier 
Mills I. 
After the Nov. 6 election it be­ 
came apparent that more than IOO 
ballots cast in No. I were not 
counted and the judges and clerks 
testified to this fact before the 
canvassing board. 
The canvass­ 
ing board, seeking lq learn wheth­ 
er or not it had the authority to 
open the ballots for a count, did 
not certify the canvass so that the 
matter could be taken before the 
circuit court. 
Most interested parties in the 
count are James R. Burroughs and 
Quentin Bowers. Without the count 
of the IOO or more ballots—esti­ 
mated to be around 129 — Bur­ 
roughs had a margin over Bowers 
of 115 votes for circuit clerk.

De Fabry then retracted 
the

fire and most passengers walked 
out unassisted.

other phase of the Mideast crisis 
until they have the Suet area.

Though important to 
us, it is not teat crucial 
Our chief European allies also 
believe that Egyptian President 
Nasser cannot long bo tolerated in 
office, lest be inflame the whole 
Arab world against the West We 
also dislike Nasser heartily, but wa 
have felt bo eould bettor bo 
brought down by slow economic 
strangulation. 
When the British and French 
were finally convinced we would 
not support even drastic economic 
sanctions against him, they decid­ 
ed to strike with force. 
Those differences underlie the 
present Western split. 
But it is 
hard to see how they prove we 
have failed utterly. Wt stood for 
a nonviolent solution, 
and won 
thereby the support of most mem­ 
bers of the United Nation«. 
We 
urged caution, tor fear a widtr 
conflagration would follow usa of 
farce. 
The fact that Russia happened 
to be among those opposing the 
allied move should not be magni­ 
fied. 
If the 
Kremlin suddenly 
came out against cancer, wa could 
not taka an opposite tack just to 
avoid being found in Russian com­ 
pany. 
Wa must stand for what we be­ 
lieve is right. Having done so, we 
cannot wisely 
be diverted from 
that course because otherwise un- 
friendly nations — for reasons of 
thou* own—choose to line 
the some side. 
Tha strength and quality of a 
nation’s leadership in the world 
must be judged in the large frama 
of tima, in a balancing of aU fac- 
t°w.

WASHINGTON — Eisenhower’s 
handling of the Near East crisis re­ 
calls a significant private remark 
he made on Dec. 31, 1950, the last 
day he served u President of Co­ 
lumbia University. 

James Duff of Pennsylvania, 
the late Russell Davenport of Life 
magazine; 
Russell Forgan, the 
stockbroker; and John Bennett, 
New York Republican, were gath­ 
ered in his office. Eisenhower had 
just been appointed by Truman to 
command the newly formed NATO 
military setup in Paris. He told 
his friends: 
“The western world, for survival, 
will have to maintain shipping 
lanes to countries with critical ma­ 
terials, especially oil and manga­ 
nese. 
We have not handled the 
Arab situation too intelligently, 
and if the Kremlin should move 
into the oil fields of Saudi Arabia 
and if the decision were mine, to 
make, I would use the atomic bomb 
to destroy those oil fields." 
Eisenhower picked up • steel 
paperweight from his desk. “Do 
you gentlemen realise,’’ he said, 
"that we cannot make one pound 
pf steel without manganese? And 
one of the chief suppliers of man­ 
ganese is India." 
High officials who have confer­ 
red at the White House in the last 
ten days say that Ike today does 
not believe in using the same de­ 
gree of force to protect the Sues 
canal. Certainly he would not use 
the A-bomb.

HP - The 
Southern Illinois University Board 
of Trustees agreed today to ask 
the Illinois Legislature for an ad­ 
ditional $863,000 for stepped-up edu­ 
cational offerings in the Madison- 
St. Clair county area. 
The amount will be included in 
the university’s budget request to 
the Legislature for the 1957-59 bi 
ennium. Of the amount $298,000 
would be for increasing the educa­ 
tional offerings in the two-county 
area, $300,000 for site acquisition, 
and $265,000 for architectural and 
engineering fees. 
The funds would enable the uni 
versity to go ahead with previous 
plans—prompted by the demands 
of residents in the area—to expand 
facilities similar to the residence 
center which has been operating 
at Belleville since 1949. 
With the requested funds, the 
university could start basic courses 
at the freshman and sophomore 
level, the trustees said. 
Trustees estimated that 18,000 
youth in the two-county area will 
be ready for college by 1970.

Justice Dept Authorizes Full 
Scale Probe of Lobbying Fee 


SPRINGFIELD <TFV—The U. S, 
attorney’s office announced today 
the Justice Department has author 
iced it to make a full-scale grand 
Jury investigation of a lobbying 
fee paid by a Missouri utility com­ 
pany to a lawyer friend of convict­ 
ed State Auditor Orville E. Hodge. 
U. S. Atty. John B. Stoddard of­ 
fice said he would convene a fed­ 
eral grand jury Nov. 27 to present 
the first eviednce in the investiga­ 
tion of possible violations of the 
public utility holding act. 
The $35,000 lobbying fee was re­ 
ported paid by Union Electric Co., 
St. Louis, to Chicago attorney J. 
Roy Browning. 
An entry' for the same amount 
was entered in the “brown en­ 
velope’’ ledger which was kept of 
Hodge’s illegal transactions. 
Browning said he turned over a 
check from 
Union Electric for 
ST,500 to Hodge. He said he never 
saw the balance of the reported 
$35,000 fee. 
The utility said it hired Brown­ 
ing to lobby for a bill, which was 
passed, and which 
allowed the 
company to escape Illinois fran­ 
chise fees by serving its Illinois 
customers through 
its Missouri 
parent company. 
The utility said Hodge, now in 
prison, was only an intermediary 
in the hiring of Browning. 


It said it agreed to pav Brown 
ing $7»5°° to lobby for the bill and 
another $27,500 if the bill became 
law. as it did. 
All the money apParentiy wound 
up in Hodge s 
envelope’’ account. 
Stoddard who is in washington, 
said earlier t is week there was a 
possibility the Union Electric Co. 
violated a section 0f the public 
utility holding act which prohibits 
utilities from m aking political con 
tributions. Stoddart has asked the 
Securities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion to investigate the matter. 
His office would not comment on 
the type of evid en ce that would be 
presented to the grand jury or the 
witnesses who m igh t be called. 
There was also no comment on 
whether Hodge m ight be brought 
here from Menard State Prison to 
testify before the grand jury.

And because he was denied these 
simple pleasures—teen-age dancing, 
boy or girl scouting and camping, 
swimming and sports—he was fur­ 
ther denied the opportunity to de­ 
velop to his greatest possible ca­ 
pacity. 


Three Percent Affected 


Mental retardation in varying de­ 
grees affects an estimated three 
percent of the population. Of ev­ 
ery hundred children, three are 
destined to be mentally retarded. 
It is a condition—not a disease. 
And while there is no known cure, 
there have been great strides in 
recent years to help children who 
formerly would have been thought 
hopelessly mentally retarded to de­ 
velop far beyond what at first seem­ 
ed their fullest capacity. 
Special 
nursery 
schools 
with 
trained teachers have been devel­ 
oped in many parts of the United 
States, then special classes both 
and out of the public schools

National Association for Retarded 
Children of which there are over 
400. The National Association for 
Retarded 
Children 
is primarily 
made up of parents of retarded as 
are its member units. 
Programs in Operation 
Parents of the retarded, psychol­ 
ogists, teachers, pediatricians and 
others all began to realize that not 


ly the known facilities— and there 
are certainly many privately oper­ 
ated facilities about which the Na­ 
tional Association for Retarded 
Children so far has no knowledge 
—reveal a total of more than 250 
programs of recreation in opera­ 
tion. 
These include summer day 
camps, overnight camping or rest 
dence summer camps, recreation or 
social groups, swimming and can­ 
teen groups, teen-age recreation. 
It does not include almost 150 boy 
scouting groups and a very active 
program by girl scouts servicing 
thousands of handicapped girls in 
eluding the mentally retarded of 
the chronological age of 7 to over 
21. Both boy scouts and girl scouts 
are making an effort to integrate 
the retarded and the normal. 
Hope to Sponsor Camp 
Mentally retarded children in the 
middle and upper grades particu­ 
larly, can participate happily and 
beneficially in recreation. 
They 
can learn to swim, to dance, to go 
on Jukes and cook-outs. Certainly 
they need extra care and specially 
planned activities, but given the 
chance under 
patient leadership 
they will succeed. 
And as with 
normal children but to a greater 
degree, with each success the re­ 
tarded 
children’s 
confidence in­ 
creases and their ability to lead 
full and rewarding lives is enhanc­ 
ed. 
In many parts of 
the United 
States recreational facilities for re­ 
tarded youngsters are increasing 
fast. Although this is not true in 
Saline county it is the hopes and 
aims of the Saline County Associ­ 
ation for Mentally Retarded Chil­ 
dren to sponsor 
a summer day 
camp for the retarded in this area.

SPRINGFIELD, IU.— 
“Rabbit 
hunters should use personal pre­ 
caution in the handling and dress­ 
ing of their kill to prevent tulare­ 
mia infection,” Illinois Department 
of Public Health director, Dr. Ro­ 
land R. Cross, said here today. 
‘‘Tularemia infects many wild 
animals, although it occurs most 
frequently 
among 
rabbits,” 
Dr. 
Cross said. 
“The disease is trans­ 
mitted to humans through a break 
in the skin or through the mucous 
membrane.1* 
Tularemia is rarely, 
if ever, transmitted from one per­ 
son to another. 
Dr. Cross said that the onset of 
the disease is usually sudden, ac­ 
companied by chills, fever and pros­ 
tration. 
An ulcer may appear at 
the site of entrance of the organ-1 
ism, with swelling of the lymph 
glands in nearby parts of the body. 
He said 
that 
hunters should 
avoid shooting slow-moving rab­ 
bits; nor should they pick up rab­ 
bits that are unexplained^ found 
dead. “ It is advisable to wear rub­ 
ber gloves 
while 
dressing wild 
game, 
particularly 
rabbits,” 
Dr. 
Cross stated. 
‘‘Any carcass found 
to have white spots inside, espe­ 
cially on the liver or spleen, should 
be burned. Persons handling such 
carcasses should wash their hands 
repeatedly with soap and water or 
a disinfectant.” 
Dr. Cross explained that thor 
ough cooking of all wild game meat 
is important in the prevention of 
tularemia. 
He said that freezing 
of meat, even for long periods of 
time, is not effective in destroying 
the causative organism.
